Will Mark Ceremonies In 
Rome .on Candlemas 
Day. 



The geneial elections in Great 
Britain and Ireland have 'been in 
progress since last Saturday, and 
thus far the result has been most 
satisfactory to the Liberal leaders. 
As had been predicted, the Unionists 
have made some gains, but there is 
no doubt that the Liberals will be 
returned to power, thus indorsing 
Premier Asquith and his poUcJea. 
However, the Liberal majority will 
be somewhnt reduced, and it is vexy 
possible that the Government will 
have to rely upon tin- support of the 
Irish Nationalists and Laborites in 
case of crises. 

The elections have not been with- 
out personal danger to many of bhe 
candidates. Lloyd-Oeorgc, who of- 
fered the budget that brought about 
the veto#of the Lords, was attacked 
at a meeting hist Saturday and had 
to be escorted to safety by several 
companies of 1 police. Sir William 
Bull, a Liberal candidate, was as- 
saulted by a Tory thug. In the 
mixup that followed Sir William 
jrnve his assailant a sound drubbing. 
As a reward lie was re-elected by 
an Increased majority. In Ireland, 
too, there have been a number of 
rows. Tim llealy had to appear un- 
der police protection in the County 
Louth, and elsewhere the Nationalist 
candidates had to appeal to tflie 
authorities for protection. Sir 
Henry Kiirtber. the I nlonlst candi- 
date for Wandsworth, was made a 
target for mud balls and aged and 
infirm vegetables as lie drove 
through his district. 

The Unionist newspapers of Lon- 
Idon admit the defeat of their party. 
\but concern themselves more with 
the personal victories at the polls 
than the general results. They point 
i-ith pride to the big majority given 
L J. Balfour, and tihcn show that 
Jlohn Burns, the I^aborite and Gov- 
Vninent Minister, was elected by a 
relduced majority. On the other hand 
N Liberal papers are jubilant, and 
Sict that the Government major- 
while it will be smaller than in 
will be larger than Gladstone's 
1885. They are much encouraged 
, the support given the Liberals in 
big (cities like Sheffield, Leeds and 
OldhVam. 

To\ the Irish people the issue of 
the lontest is narrowed down to the 
question of home rule. Asquith has 
inadeN that an ante-election promise, 
ahhongh there are some who say 
the qYiestion will be long delayed. 
HomeVrule is the paramount issue, 
and associated with it is the curtail- 
ment oft the veto power of the House 
of Lordls. It was that veto power 
thai wreV'ked Gladstone's home rule 
bill In lfwiS. The same veto power 
will stand in the way of Ireland's 
efforts for self-government until it 
is cither absolutely obliterated or 
so crippled '• and circumscribed by 
legislation a* to be rendered power- 
less for evil. \ 

According to John Redmond, the 
Irish leader, there never was pre- 
sented to the people of Ireland, as 
well as to the constituencies of 
Oreat Britain, a better opportunity 
of reforming the House of Lords, 
and of thus making easier the final 
^fettlement of thex ever present and 
,t' ever appealing Irtfh question. 

Premier Asquithlis not alone in 
this pledge to giv* home rule to 
Ireland. Winston I Churchill, late 
President of the Board of Trade, 
has also come out wildly for home 
rule. As a result ol Redmond's im- 
plicit faith in thel promises of 
Premier Asquith, Aon. Redmond 
Barry, Attorney General for Ireland, 
was recently nominated by the Irish 
Nationalists for North Longford. 
Such a thing as the adoption of an 
official of Dublin Castle has never 
occurred in the recent history of the 
Irish Parliamentary party. The fact 
that Barry was selected shows the 
confidence of the Irish people in the 
Liberal party. In his speech of ac- 
ceptance Mr. Barry said that in the 
coming elections the question of 
self-government for Ireland was at 
the very root of the contest. He did 
not think there was anyone who 
understood the political situation 
but reooirnized that the cause of 
Irish sclNgovernme.it. which was so

Candlemas day, February 2, just a 
week before Ash Wednesday, will be 
observed at the Vatican with great 
splendor, says a Rome correspondent 
of one of the big New York dailies. 
It is the wish of Pope Pius X. to 
have the feast of the Purification 
marked with unusual pomp. Ar- 
rangements will then be completed 
for the Lenten sermons before the 
Sacred College, and the parish 
priests of the city will be received in 
collective audience and will hear an 
address by the Pope on topics of 
church discipline. That day will 
also mark the beginning of the 
theological conferences, which will 
continue through the Lenten season. 

As usual the Lenten preacher will 
he chosen from the Franciscan or- 
der. The appointment is much cov- 
eted, although in the distribution of 
church honors it rarely leads to «n\ - 
thing more exalted than a Bishopric. 
None the less, the preacher acquires 
certain distinction among his own 
brethren, and in the period of his 
service as apostolic preacher he re- 
sides at the Vatican and is in dally 
contact with the Pope. Rome to;>k 
the lead in Lenten conferences of 
priests and merely on that initiative 
and without special order the cus- 
tom has spread to nearly every dio- 
cese ill the world The conferences 
here take up theological problems 
submitted to them by the Cardinal 
Vicar General and the discussions 
furnish food for study and reflection 
for the remainder of the year. 

In the pontificate of Leo NUT. 
the conferences were sometimes 
held in the Vatican. The Pope took 
keen interest In them and often pre- 
sided. They are still held occa- 
sionallv in the Gregorian University, 
the central sent of learning for 
nearlv all the ecclesiastical colleges 
of Rome, but as they are now purely 
diocesan in attendance, one of the 
parish halls has usually been ap- 
pointed for them in recent years.

Meaning ot the Kite and Why 
It Is Observed bj Our 
Church. 



CUSTOM IS EXTREMELY OLD 



The next feast that the church 
calls particular attention to is that 
of the Purification of the Blessed 
Virgin, more commonly called Can- 
dlemas day, because on that day the 
candles used in the masses in each 
church throughout the year are 
blessed. The church, in her pre- 
caution for the worthy celebration 
of the holy sacrifice of the mass, has 
prescribed that the candles shall be 
of pure wax, just as she prescribes 
pure olive oil for the sanctuary 
lamp. It Is strictly forbidden to 
burn in the necessary candies par- 
affine, sterine, tallow, or to mix such 
ingredients to a greater extent than 
25 per cent. The candles used in the 
mass must be of pure beeswax, 
which is symbolical of the pure man- 
hood and body of our Divine Saviour. 

The brilliant flame points to his 
divinity, the taper his human nature, 
the wax itself denotes his virginal 
person. Hence the church is par- 
ticular in her requirements concern- 
ing the candles used for the holy 
sacrifice, and not merely for illumin- 
ation, Xlass can not be offered with 
out lights except by special pe iris- 
sion of the Holy See. Missionaries in 
parts of the world have been per- 
mitted to use candles made Of 
purified fish oil and linseed oil. 

(nndlcin.'is day always occurs on 
February 2. Each family is supposed 
to make offerings of candles to the 
parish cliureh. These candles must 
be of pure wax. To insure that they 
must be bought from reliable deal- 
ers. Many pastors purchase the 
candles from manufacturers before 
Candlemas day and dispose of them 
to the parishioners before they are 
blessed. No blessed candle can be 
sold. Every Catholic housekeeper 
has one or more blessed candles in 
the home the year around. These 
are lighted in case of storms, floods, 
disaster and in case of serious illness 
and approaching death. 

Under the old Hebraic law the 
mother was excluded from the tem- 
ple for forty days after childbirth. 
On the fortieth day she was required 
to appear in the temple and offer a 
year-old lamb for a holocaust and a 
young pigeon as a sin offering. In 
the case of the poor it was permitted 
to present two pigeons. 

The Blessed Virgin was not bound 
by this law, since the child born of 
her was conceived by the Holy Ghost, 
but her Divine Son subjected Him- 
self to the burden of the law that 
He might set his seal to its divine 
origin, remove occasion of cavil and 
leave us an example of humility. 
Similar motives no doubt induced 
the Blessed Virgin to undergo the 
rite of purification. It is this event 
which the church celebrates an- 
nually on February 2, the fortieth 
day after Christmas. 

(midles are blessed by the priest 
to remind us how the holy old man 
Simeon met our Lord, took Him in 
his nrms and declared Him the light 
of the Gentiles, i he feast is of 
very ancient observance in the East 
and the Venerable Bede, one of the 
earliest writers of English, wrote of 
the ceremony in the seventh century. 

Here in Louisville, as well as all 
over the Catholic world, candles will 
be blessed on February 2. Only one 
week later the church will enter 
upop the season of penitence, com- 
monly called Lent. 



Won For Many American 
Students In eternal 

City. 



Americans ure proud « [ the record 
made by the atudents ajthe Ameri- 
can College in Rome during the re- 
cent examinations. Kugibth speaking 
students, with those frons the United 
States first and the Irish students a 
close second, won more thun half 
the honors at the distribution of de- 
grees and distinctions peld at the 
University of the Propaganda on 
December 4. The Propaganda 
classes are attended by students of 
all races, nationalities and tongues. 

The majority of them belong to 
the urban colleges — Greeks, Ruthen- 
lans, Irish, Americans, 'Armenians, 
Bohemians, Maronites, Canadians, 
etc. Besides these many missionary 
seminaries are represented as weil 
as the students of various religious 
orders, the Irish Franciscans of St. 
Isidore, the Servites, Canons Reg- 
ular. Society of Mercy and others. 
Until a few years ego there was 
also a class of students known ns 
"externs," who lived in private fam- 
ilies in Rome, but these have been 
eliminated by the strict rules made 
by Pope Leo XIII. and' Pope Pius 
X. for Roman students. 

The first prize list for Decomlier 
4 last shows that in the academi<-al 
degrees In theology there were 
twenty-nine doctors, of whom six- 
teen were English spenking students, 
four belonging to the Urban College 
and twelve to the North American. 
Of the forty-eight Licentiates just 
half were English speaking, nine of 
the Urban, two of the Irish and 
thirteen of the American College. 
The seventy-four Bachelors In- 
cluded forty-three English speaking 
students, and of these eight were 
from the Urban, ten front the Irish, 
twenty-three Americans \ and two 
Servites. 

The same proportions Were main- 
tained in the philosophy degrees. 
The forty-three doctors Include the 
following English speaking students: 
One from the Urban, one from the 
Irish, thirteen from the American, 
six Irish Franciscans <md seven 
from the Canadian College. Bishop 
Thomas Kennedy is justly proud of 
the record made by the American 
College students.

Senator Ryan Offers Worthy 
Bill for Consideration 
of Solons. 



PROVIDES FOR CITY'S WELFARE 



The present State Legislature of 
Kentucky started out well, but it 
seems to be bent on a "weavin' 
way." Gov. Willson has told the 
legislators that the State is con- 
fronted by a deficit of $2,000,000. No 
Senator has denied it. Neither has 
any Representative. Neither have 
they indicated that thev had investi- 
gated the matter in any way, shape 
or form. Nor has it been indicated 
that any of them cared a continental 
curse whether there was or was not 
a deficit. 

A deficit means a hole in the treas- 
ury. Thnt seems to make no differ- 
ence to our Kentucky solons. Thev 
go ahead offering (bills that wiil 
create new offices and entail addi- 
tional expenses. Senators and Rep- 
resentatives act like men who were 
in the habit of encountering deficits 
every day. 

Representative J. R. Zimmerman 
has offered n bill providing for a 
truancy officer for each county. 
Think of Itl There are 119 counties 
in the State. Each county is many 
square miles in area. While the 
truant officer is chasing one truant 
ninety-nine others in his count v will 
play "hookey." 

Representative J. T. Buford offers 
a bill for the appointment of a Com- 
missioner of the Stute Fiscal Court. 
Another needless expense. l>o away 
with the State Fiscal Court and save 
money for the State and its tax- 
payers. 

Representative O. H. Brooks has 
offered a bill providing for an As- 
sistant Commonwealth's Attorney in 
circuits having over 275 court days. 
Nearly ail circuits have. Nobody 
hears of any Commonwealth's Attor- 
neys of Kentucky dying from over- 
work. 

Then conies Senator K. Bertram 
with an act creating a bipartisan 
Board of State Kxaminers of four 
members to be appointed by the 
Secretary of .State. The Bertram 
bill provides for the examination of 
all State banks, trust companies, 
building and loan companies, etc. It 
also provides that each examiner is 
to receive a salary of $3,000 a year. 

Not to be left entirely in the lurch, 
SenBtor T. A. Combs reaches out 
with a bill to create a State Hoard 
of Fducation. The bill also carries 
with It places for two men at $2,500 
each per annum. Lest he had over- 
looked something Senator Combs 
reaches out again on the same day 
and offers an act providing for pay 
of $3 per meeting for members of 
the Board of Education in cities of 
the second class. 

These are only n few and samples 
of the ridiculous bills offered by the 
present solons. They were sent tD 
Frankfort to build the State, not 
to wreck it. Some of them may 
plead ignorance and pass. There are 
others who ought to be punished for 
criminal ignorance. They are graft- 
ers who secure even ignorance under 
false pretences. Those fellows are 
by no means confined to cities of 
the second and third class. 

In contradistinction to the mAiiy 
bills providing for new offices is 
the act offered by Senator Mark 
Ryan abolishing the office of City 
Attorney in cities of the first class 
and creating the office of Corpora- 
tion Counsel. The bill provides for 
two assistants and all the salaries 
are to remain as at present. The 
bill, if enacted, will make no rad- 
ical change in the ..orkings of the 
City Attorney's office, but it will 
permit Mayor Head to name a legal 
adviser for the city. As it is now 
every department is in the hands of 
Democrats except the City Attor- 
ney's office. This Is a very im- 
portant branch of the body politic 
and Senator Ryan deems It wise to 
have the Mayor and the city's legal 
advisors In full harmony. The cit- 
izens of Louisville favor the enact- 
ment of the bill, and there is little 
doubt that it will become a law.

Divis- 
ions 2. n and 4 were fully represent- 
ed. The meeting had been called on 
the same night that Division X held 
Its regular meeting, but as ihis was 
through inadvertance the representa- 
tives of Division 1 will be properly 
cared for. In the absence of County 
President P. J. Welsh, who is ill. 
County Vice President Joseph 
Lynch occupied the chair. 

Quite a lot of routine matters were 
given attention, but the principal 
feature of the evening was the man- 
ner of observing St. Patrick's day. 
It was suggested to hold a public 
meeting about that time to aid Hon. 
John E. Redmond and the Irish party 
in Parliament. Other suggestions 
called for a banquet, an entertain- 
ment of a musical and literary char- 
acter, and another for a moving pic- 
ture show illustrating Ireland.

The Entire Nation Is Interested 
In Hooting out Grow- 
ing Kvll. 



BACK TO THE OLD FARMS 



All those who can write are writ- 
ing about the increased cost of 
living. Those who can not write 
about it are talking about it. Car- 
dinal Gibbons has preached a 
sermon on the subject and President 
tuft bus incorporated it in his mes- 
sage. Kven Peter Finley Dunne has 
had Dooley and Hcnnessy engage in 
a colloquy over it. When there is 
so much talk about the cost of high 
living there must be something rsd- 
ically wrong. Where is the evil? 
What is the remedy? 

Just now nobody seems able to 
answer either question satisfac- 
torily. Congress will investigate the 
matter, but will take its own time 
shout it. The workingmen, the per- 
son who is most affected, has no 
time to investigate. He knows that 
food, clothing nnd rent is higher, 
but he fnils to see an incrense In his 
pay envelope. The solons of the 
Ohio legislature seem to hnve been 
Ihe first to get started on the right 
road to probe into the matter, to 
find the root of the evil and then 
apply the remedy. Why could not 
Congress do it? It has appropriated 
money to investigate the cause of 
yellow fever, typhoid fever, and the 
whole nation is fighting tuber- 
culosis, but it remains for the Ohio 
Legislature to fight the greatest of 
all American plagues, the Increased 
cost of living. 

Gov. Judson Harmon and Attorney 
General Denman are hack of the 
movement in Ohio. The committee 
of legislation thnt will conduct the 
investigation is made up of two 
Democrats and two Republicans. 
Prosecutor L. W. W'achenheimer, of 
Toledo, the man who sent the Ice 
men to .jail nnd broke up the lum- 
ber trust, has been retained as 
counsel for the investigation. The 
investigation will begin at Cleveland 
and will proceed in Toledo, Dayton, 
Springfield nnd Cincinnati. In 
Cleveland the committee will try to 
find out the mental telepathy that 
enables all the milk dealers to raise 
the price of milk to eight cents a 
quart on the same day in the fall 
nnd reduce It to seven cents in the 
spring. In Toledo another alleged 
milk trust will receive attention. 
Bread trusts are said to exist In 
Springfield nnd Dayton. In Cincin- 
nati the wnrfare existing between 
the farmer producers of milk, the 
Tri-Stnte formers and Dairymen's 
Association. with the Hamilton 
County Milk Dealers' Association, 
will be the subject of investigation. 

Farm product prices will be inves- 
tigated all over the State, and it Is 
expected that the privileges of com- 
mission merchants in Ohio will be 
grestly curtailed after the investiga- 
tion ends. In all parts of Ohio the 
working of cold storage houses will 
be investigated, and in ail proba- 
bility the committee will recommend 
a license for hucksteirs nnd peddlers. 
At present the farmer can not come 
into cities and towns in Ohio and 
sell his products to the consumer 
unless he pays a license. Agents of 
cold storage plants and commission 
houses go through the rural dis- 
tricts, buy up vegetables, eggs anil 
other products at a low rate. The 
goods are stored until there is a 
great demand and then this stale 
storage house stuff is foisted on the 
people at an advanced price. 

In recommending the investigation 
Gov, Harmon said: "It has become 
a living question, 'Haw can we get 
along?' The increased cost of living 
affects more people than the ine- 
qualities of tnxution. Something 
must he done. I am glad the legis- 
lators are going to act. As condi- 
tions are now, we are really building 
up a modernized feudal system, 
where a new aristocracy of wealth 
is bringing the working people of 
this country closer to the 'meat 
once a week' condition of the Euro- 

rn peasant." There is much sense 
what Gov. Harmon says. The 
people of all the States are anx- 
iously awaiting the outcome of the 
Ohio investigation. 

James J. Hill, the railroad mag- 
nate, and one of the most demo- 
cratic and sensible of American 
millionaires, believes there is a great 
danger to our institutions because 
young men want to get away from 
the farms and migrate to the cities. 
He says we need more and better 
farmers. That Is perfectly true. 
The people are realizing that. State 
and private colleges are preparinar 
their students for practical nnd 
scientific farming. The farmer's life 
is the independent life. More in- 
telligent farmers will raise many 
times as much furm products ss are 
rnised now. Then the prices will be 
regulated by the farmers as of old. 

There must be an end to trusts 
and trust magnates. Oliver Gold- 
smith hit the nail on the head when 
he wrote: 

"Princes may flourish or may fade. 
A breath can make them as a 

breath hath made: 
But s hold peasantry, its country's 
pride. 

When once destroyed can never be 
supplied." .

OPINION FAVORS MR. PINCHOT 



• Now that the Bnllinger-Pinchot 
controversy hns assumed the pnuii- 
inence of a national scandal many 
people are asking, "What is it ail 
about?" The answer would make a 
long serial story, because the con- 
troversy had been in progress sev- 
eral years before the public knew 
anything about it. But briefly 
stated, two able Americans are 
jealous each of the other's authority. 

-Mr. Ballinger is Secretary of State, 
though perilously holding on to the 
edge of his job. .Mr. Pinchot was 
National Forester until President 
Taft pushed him over. Apparently 
he alighted on his feet. Secretary 
Ballinger has beeu arguing for the 
conservation of America's natural 
resources under the law. He de- 
mauds the enactment of specific 
laws tending to promote the owner- 
ship by the Cnited States (iovern- 
ment of the natural resources of the 
nation. He says the laws at present 
on the statute 'books do not provide 
for the legal acquirement by the 
nation of the forest reserves, water 
power sites and fields of mineral 
deposits. 

Mr. Pinchot. just as able, just as 
ardent a citizen, argues that where 
there is no lnvv specifically forbid 
ding the withdrawal of public lands 
containing natural resources from 
settlement or acquisition by other 
means, these lands should lie set 
aside and held in security pending 
the passage of the necessarv specific 
legislation. 

It was on this theory of the law 
that Ballinger and Pinchot arrived 
at the parting of the ways. Mr. 
Ballinger was not Secretary of the 
Interior one month before the split 
came. It QMM about this way: Less 
than one month after assuming of- 
fice Secretifry Ballinger restored to 
public domain :i,i>oo.o>> acres of laud 
which had ben withdrawn from 
entry by his predecessor. Secretary 
James II. toirfield. 

Mr. Pinchot had disagreed with 
Mr. Ballinger when the latter was 
Commissioner of the (ieneral Law- 
Office under President Koosevelt. He 
opposed Ballinger's ap|Hiintmeiit as 
Secretary of the Interior withou" 
avail. After the lands had lioen re 
stored to public domain Mr. Pinchot 
told President Taft that Secretary 
Ballinger's department was working 
ut cross purposes with the forest 
service. President Taft told Secretary 
Ballinger to revise his programme, 
and part of the land was revvith- 
dniwn, but the percentage wns small. 
Ballinger resented Pinchot's inter- 
ference and the feud grew into an 
open breach. 

Special Agent (ilnvis, of the Forest 
Service department, mhde public the 
fact that Ballinger had been the 
hired attorney of a bunch of pro- 
moters, mine owners and land grab- 
bers. President Taft dismissed 
lilavis and retained Ballinger. Since 
then developments huve followed 
rapidly. Criminal ion and recrimina- 
tion came in rapid succession. The 
most recent development was the 
<lisini-sal of Forester IMncho* l>\ 
President Taft and the appointment 
of a Congressional Committee to in- 
vestigate the merits of the contro- 
versy. 

At present the bulk of opinion is 
on the side of former Forester 
llnchot. Congressman OUie James, 
from the First district of Kentucky, 
has been chosen by the Democratic 
caucus to represent the people in the 
investigation.

You of Irish birth are to love 
that land and keep its memories 
sacred always, not because it is Ire- 
land merely, hut chiefly because we 
know how much the people of that 
country have had to eqdure for their 
faith. During their days of trial and 
days of glory we find them lov*] to 
the church of Christ." 

State President Brown and other 
speakers urged the necessity of 
teuching Irish hislory in pnriichinl 
schools.
